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ABSTRACT 


Older Americans Act of 1965, Title IV 
Development, demonstration, and research projects. 



supported by the Administration on Aging’s Research and Development 
Grants Program, have two major objectives: to stimulate community 
efforts in behalf of the elderly, and to develop solutions to many 
social and economic problems of the elderly. As of September 1, 1969, 
117 projects had been funded. These projects seeK to: (1) coordinate 
the community's social, health, and welfare services for older 
people; (2) develop new services end new patterns of services to 
older people; (3) Increase older peopled opportunities for 
participation i;i community life and social productivity; (4) assist 
older people in maintaining human and comnunity contacts; (5) define 
the effects, on the lives of older people, of changing social 
conditions; and (6) Identify social and economic factors that are 
either beneficial or detrimental to the well-being of older people. 
The single general priority for Piscal Year 1970 funding activities 
has bee.; the davelopnent and demonstration of systems for 
coordinating comprehensive community services for older people. This 
priority Is composed of two parts: the design and development of 
systems of service delivery; and the development, implementation, and 
testing of a range of specific services and service patterns. Current

Research and Development Grants Program 



This program of stimulating ans supporting deve lopment , demonstra- 
tion, and research projects in the field of aging is authorized by the 
Older Americana Act ^>f 1965 (P.L. *19-73, Title TV, as amended by P.i, 
90-42, and further amended by P.T.. 91-69./ Grants awarded under the 
pregram represent one of the means for acnleving the ultimate objective 
of the Act, creating the conditions to improve the lives of the nation's 
oldej citizens. 

As of September 1, 1969, Title IV had supported 117 different pro- 
Jects. These studies and demonstrations are addressed co solving problems 
of aging In American society. At the same time, they promote the quality 
of life throughinit the nation since benefits to older people also mako a 
positive impact on the lives cf their cV ldien and grandchildren by easing 
their economic burdens ana anxieties. 



Research, development, and demonstration project grants are awarded 
to stimulate increased community efforts in behalf of the elderly and to 
develop promising solutions to many of their social and economic problems. 
The projects tupported seek tos 

- Coordinate the community's various social, health, and welfare 
services so as to Increase their efficiency for older people. 
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- Develop new services and new patte. ns cf services to older

PRIORITI ES 

The development and demonstration of systems for coordinating 
comprehensive community services for older persons is th« single 
general priority for fiscal yerr 1*>70 funding activities. 

This priority area, however, has two distinct pGrta: 

(e) the design and ievelopment of systems of service delivery; and 

(b) the development, Imp Jecientatlon, and tasting of an edequate 
range of specific services and service patterns. 

Since the program is committed to generating and accumulating nc * 
knowledge an^ to making such knowledge the basis for programs and action 
In behalf of the elderly, supportable projects in the current prior ity 
area are those that promise new or Improved approaches to solving the 
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problems listed in (d) and (b) above. 

The term ''comprehensive" refers to the range of coverage in services, 
It involves the provision of a full range of social, health, legel, pro- 
tective, referral, counseling, employment, recreational, and other services 
to older people in the local community. In this regard, there are two 
pertinent questions for the community: Does it provide a community service 

to meet each need of its senior citizens, needs to which it as a community 
can be expected to respond? Does it provide sufficient alternatives so a 
given need can be met at reasonable coat and in a way adapted to the person 
to be served? 

The term '’coordinated" connotes a rational, systematic organization., 
administration, and delivery of services. This process involves generat- 
ing cooperation and Joint action among existing agencies. This may entnll 
reallocating, rearranging, rescheduling, or relocating existing services 
in such t way ways as to (1) increase th?ir availability and accessi- 
bility to the aging, (2) Increase effectiveness of each service cr i 
combination of services, (3) increase the efficiency of administration and 
delivery of the rervices, and (4) Increase their acceptabi li ty to the 
client and community.

B . development of Specific Services : 

The development or improvement of the types of services listed 
below are considered as necessary in any community's efforts to 
achieve a truly comprehensive battery of services w' th which tc 
attack problems of aging and from which to attempt coordination, 

1. Nutr i tl on - Nourishment is basic to the maintenance of 

health and life itself. Social 'actors preventing older 
people from having adequate diets low income, social 
isolation, loneliness, lack of nobility, lack of knowledge 
about diet, etc* -- figure significantly in their ability 
to sustain themselves and enjoy living. Investigation and 
assessment of such factors and of systems for providing meals 
and the rewarding social experiences a.psoclated with eating 
will provide increased knowledge of methods for Improving 
the nutritional status and total well-being of older persons, 
Assescnent of costs and benefits of different systems will 
provide guidelines for future program development. 

o 
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?. Transportation - For a variety of reasons, older people 
often lack access to tt ansportation. This lessens their 
independence, prevents their obtaining essential sccial 
services, incjeases social isolation, and generally Units 
the mobility essential to self-sufficiency and wholesome 
living. Systematic Information wl ll be gathered regarding 
older people's mobility patterns, their use of various modes 
of tr msportati on and their availability arid accessibility to 
them. E>,periment8 to provide the elderly with incentives and 
resources for moving safely between their homes and the places 
at which social opportunities and services are Vacated will 
be encouraged. 

3, Senior Centers represent a community focal point for organi- 
zing, administering, and delivering a variety of services. 

For many, a center provides a physical and social point of 
reference. Projects will devise and test improved means for 
providing these essentials in various local setting, and will 
strive to furnish the older person with a social group with 
whom he can Identify in order to maintain status among peers 
and within his commu./^y. 

A. Services to Extend Independence - Cider people unable to meet 
their special needs and having very limited access to comrwnity 
services and facilities often r.re the last to receive the attention 
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* of community agencies. The resulting hunwn and economic 
cost is enormous. Living arrangements and housing are 
important determinants of: (a) older people's ability to 
manage their own affair,®., and (b) their need for institu- 
tional care, Projects in this area will demonstrate how 
services such as homemakers, home health aides, protective 
services, and meals on wheels can increase their ability 
to manage their own affairs and lessen their need for 
institutional care, 

5, Retirement Preparat i on and Counseling * The role of an older 

person in this society requires preparation equal In importance 
to youth's preparation for adulthood, a married couple's pre- 
paration for parenthood, etc, Further, the nature of the older 
person's adjustment to the economic, social, and psychological 
aspects of retirement will, to c very great extent, determine 
his ability to remain independent and to continue as an active 
member of society. The sum total of adjustments to these various 
aspects of retirement will determine the nature of the nation's 
older population and the types of problems that social welfare 
programs will hr ve to address. Support will be given to scientific 
efforts to delineate roles available to older persons; to create, 
evaluate, and demonstrate new roles; and to improve methods and 
techniques to inform, educate, counsel, end oth 0 twise help 
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Americans adjust to the last major phase la the life cycle, 

6 . Vo lunta r y enri Palo Errp loy^nt Opportunities In Perfor man (.£ 

cf Community Service Roles •• This area of research and 
oemons tra tl on activity is designed to explore, develop, tost 
and evaluate new roles and meaningful activities feu older 
persons principally through (1) identification oi i.prrtunt- 
ties for volunteer service for those who do not need addition- 
al income and (2) the creation of part-time paid employment 
programs directed toward the alleviation of poverty. From the 
older persons 1 point of view, this approach has the advantages 
of supplementing his income, providing a mainstay against lone- 
liness, and offering en opportunity for involvement and being 
needed , 



T ype 8 of Grants 

A. Research grants are made in partial support of studies or investi- 
gations conducted for the purpose of (a) aiding to the existing 
body of tested, generalised knowledge about one or more aspects 

of aging, or (b) systematically evaluating approaches, techniques, 
and methods designed to contribute to the well-being of older 
persons , 

B. Development grants are to assist in systematically utilising 
knowledge and understanding gained from research in developing 
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rew approaches, techniques, or methix3s contributing to whole- 
some and meaningful living for older persons, or to achieve 
better coordination of community services for older persons. 

Demonstration grants are designed i:o encourage initiation of 
projects which represent (a) a new or different method of pro- 
viding a service or services, with the purpose of furnishing 
evidence through the actual operation of a service program 
that it constitutes an improvement In solving a problem or 
meeting a need or that ic offers advantages over existing 
methods or programs, and (b) e new, different, or expanded 
approach or method of achieving effective planning, utilization, 
and coordination of community resources and services for older 
people. Inasmuch as a demonstration Is a trial Intended to show 
what a given method can accomplish anc whether it can be used 
in other setting* , a project must Inciudo provision for systematic 
evaluation of th< proposed service of program.

(for example, biological, medical, and psychiatric projects and 
psychologically oriented research projects generally are support- 
able from Public Health Service funds).

relevant to the review of the application, particularly to de- 
termine whether the proposed project: 

1, unnecessarily duplicates a project already in

3, is likely to contribute, rather than detract, fron tic
